Rabin defends

Incursion viewed as a show of strength 


The dramatic incursion of IDF

Bonfires, haircuts and weddings 


150,000 expected 
for Lag ba’Omer festivities

Children throughout the country 
have been diligently dragging home 
old boards and other scrapwood this 
week in preparation for their Lag 
ba’Omer bonfires tonight. 

The 33rd day of the counting of 
the Omer, which breaks the period 
of mourning between Pessah and 
Shavuot, marks the end of a plague 
in which many of Rabbi Akiva's stu- 
dents perished almost 2,000 years 


ago. 

In addition to the bonfires, the 
day is also marked by numerous 
wedding ceremonies and by the first 
haircut for three-year-old boys. as 
marriages and haircuts — both pro- 
hibited by Jewish law during the 49 
days between the second night of 
Pessah and Shavuot ~ are permitted 
on this day. 

Some 150,000 visitors are expect- 
ed to come to the Lag ba'Omer cele- 
brations at the tomb of Rabbi Shi- 
mon Bar-Yohai, reputed author of 
the Zohar, in Meron. Festivities are 
due to begin this afternoon with the 
traditiona} procession bringing an 
ancient Tora scroll from the home of 
the Abu family in nearby Safad to 
the tomb. 

This is the 155th consecutive year 
that the procession is taking place. 
As in prevous years, officials of the 
French Embassy are expected to 
take part. Yosef Abu-Evron, whose 
father served as French consul, will 
lead the procession for the 25th 
time. Also participating will be clari- 
netist Yisrael Zohar, of the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra, . whose 
playing has become a regular fea- 
ture of the event. . 

Ag innovation in this year’s cele- 
brations at Meron is the setting up 
of an amusement park nearby. This 
has aroused the ire of some ultra- 
Orthodox residents of Safad, who 
see it as impinging on the religious 
character of the event. 

The Meron road is to be closed 
today and tomorrow, and special 
parking areas have been set up for 
buses and for private cars.

DOLPHINS HAVE good taste in 
music, not only a sharpened sense of 
sound.

ISRAEL IS contributing less to sci- 
entific and technological progress 
today than in the 1950s, according to 
Prof. Yehoshua Yortner, president 
of the Israel National Academy of 
Sciences. 

In the "50s, he explained, Israel 
contributed to breakthroughs in 
computer science and biotechnolo- 
gy. However, its contribution to the 
recent breakthrough in supercon- 
ductivity was equal only to that of 
countries like Spain. “We are still 
living on our past glory.” he said, 
“but there is great cause for 
concern.” 

Lack of money is part of the prob- 
lem, Yorter said. Israel invests 
about $300 million a year in higher 
education and scientific research, 
compared with an investment of 
$500 million a year at Princeton 
University alone. However, the 
greater part of the problem is that 
science and technology are no long- 
er the top priority they were pro- 
claimed to be by Ben-Gurion. 

Yortner said he is very concerned 
about the “camouflaged” emigra- 
tion of Israeli researchers who spend 
eight months a year teaching at our 
universities, but the rest of the doing 
research in laboratories in the U.S. 
or Western Europe. contributing to 
the scientific development of those 
countries instead of Israel's.

The 
Moderately salty water is made pal- 
atable to them by adding certain 
amounts of nitrate fertilizer. The ex- 
periments were carried out at the 
Acre Experimental Orchard Station 
by Hebrew University graduate stu- 
dent Yoel Bar. under the supervi- 
sion of Prof. Uzi Kafkafi. 

The new technique could make it 
possible to use local water for agri- 
culture in the coastal region. where 
its quality is deteriorating because of 
the encroachment of sea water. In 
dry areas like the Negev, viable agri- 
culture could be developed using 
brackish water that until now has 
been rejected as too salty. 

Two varieties οἵ avocado root- 
stock grown from seeds were placed 
in large buckets of sand and irrigat- 
ed with brackish water with differ- 
ent salt concentrations containing 
different levels of nitrate fertilizer. 
When avocade is grown in a salty 
environment. the leaves gradually 
turn brown and fall. and the trees 
become much more sensitive to frost 
and “sunburn.” and also bear less 
fruit. 

The nitrates used in the Acre ex- 
periments decreased the salt content 
of the roots, as well as leaf decay, 
and the trees flourished. 

Similar results have also been 
found with cotton, tomatoes, beans 
and barley. Larger studies will have 
to be completed to confirm them, 
but the researchers are hopeful that 
this method will make even the most 
brackish water safe for irrigating 
crops and pave the way for the de- 
velopment of arid-land agriculture 
around the globe.

Kurds charge that the superpowers, Iraq’s main arms suppliers, have sold out for petrodollars 


KURDISH guerrilla leader Jalal 
Talabani charges that Iraq is waging 
ἃ “campaign of genocide” against 
his people with poison gas and 
scorched-earth tactics that have 
killed thousands in recent weeks, 

But, he said in a rare interview: 
“The international community, es- 
pecially the superpowers, are indif- 
ferent and deadly silent about our 
plight.” 

The Americans and Soviets, 
Iraq’s main arms supplier. have sold 
out “for Baghdad's petradollars,” 
he said. 

The stocky, middle-aged wartior 
from the snow-covered mountains 
of northern Iraq has been fighting

Baghdad for decades, with little out- 
side help, seeking an independent 
homeland for Iraq's rebellious 3 mil- 
lion Kurds. 

Now, Talabani. leader of the Pa- 
triotic Union of Kurdistan, is allied 
with Iran against Iraq in the seven- 
and-a-half-year-oid Gulf war. 

The Kurds in Iraq are among 16 
million to 22 million Kurds who live 
in the remote mountain ranges 
where the borders of Iraq, Iran, 
Turkey, Syria and the Soviet Union 
converge. They are the world’s larg- 
est ethnic minority without a 
homeland. 

Relations have sometimes been 
hostile between the Kurds and the 
Iranians -- who, like the Iraqis. have 


ruthlessly crushed Kurdish rebel- 
lions on Iranian territory in the past. 
Talebanij says he still believes that 
Kurds in all nations, including Tran, 
are entitled to self-determination. 
But both Teheran and the Kurds 
consider their present alliance 
against the Iragis expedient. 

Talabani said more than 5.000 
Kurds were killed last month when 
Iraqi warplanes dropped poison gas 
bombs on the Kurdish town of Ha- 
labja after it had been captured in 
an Iranian offensive. 

Correspondents who visited the 
town confirmed seeing the bodies of 
hundreds of men, women and chil- 
dren, unmarked by wounds and ap- 
parently killed by poison gas. 

Talabani charged that Iraq uses 
chemical weapons against Kurdish 
towns and villages daily, killing hun- 
dreds of people. 

He said that President Saddam 
Hussein's government has been “us- 
ing a scorched-earth policy against 
us for years. Altogether, 3.159 vil- 
lages and 12 small towns have been 
razed. 

“They've deported more than 1.5

Mubarak in televised policy speech to the nation 


Drought will force power cuts 


CAIRO - President Hosni Mubarak 
warned Egyptians on Sunday to ex- 
pect power cuts this year unless 
rains replenish the Nile River. which 
is suffering from nearly a decade of 
drought. 

In a 24hour televised policy 
speech, Mubarak dwelt on the ob- 
stacles facing Egypt's economy. 

“I want to be frank with you on 
the nature of the challenge we are 
going to face, represented in the 
shortage of water resources of the 
River Nile," he said. 

Because of the shortage of water 
behind the Aswan high dam to drive 
hydro-electric plants, Mubarak 
warned, “I will be forced to cut elec- 
ticity in some areas, We must all 
cooperate.” 

Mubarak urged Egyptians to pro-

duce more of everything except chil- 
dren. Egypt's population, which he 
said now stands at 54 million, in- 
creases by 1 million every nine 


months. 

“Jt is a fearful increase...We are 
running in a marathon,” Mubarak 
said. “We must change our customs 
and behaviour.” 

He chided Egyptians for consum- 


- ing too much sugar and flour while 


complaining of shortages. Mubarak 
said average per capita sugar con- 
sumption in Egypt is 34.8 kg. a year, 
compared to 24 kg. in India and 6 
kg. in China. “That's why they have 
better health ia China than us." 

More than 50 per cent of Egypt’s 
food is imported, as 96 per cent of its 
land is not cultivated. 

Mubarak said Arab countries 
were considering the establishment 
of a special fund to reclaim about 
800,000 dunams of Egyptian desert.

TT ALL BEGAN with the Eurovision Song Contest,

WHEN THE shah of Iran died in 
Egypt a wandering refugee, Iranian 
monarchists hoped his tomb would 
inspire support for his son's bid to 
regain Teheran’s peacock throne. 
They hoped in vain. 

Nearly eight years after his death 
in Cairo, the late shah appears all 
but forgotten here, a relic of history 
in a country where royal tombs and 
monuments abound. 

His grave in the al-Rifai Masque, 
near the citadel which overlooks the 
city, has become neither a tourist 
draw nor a focus of opposition to 
Tran’s Islamic Revolutionary gov- 
ernment led by his nemesis, Ayatoi- 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Few tourists know that the late 
“King of Kings, Light of the Ary- 
ans," as he styled himself, is buried 
in Cairo. Those who do are too busy 
visiting strictly Egyptian sights, and 
the tomb is not on tour itineraries. 

“The tomb is not really so impor- 
tant as to merit a visit. There are 
more important things to see in 
Egypt. Many have forgotten who 
the shah was anyway,” said Wada 
Masane of the Thomas Cook Com- 


pany. 

A dusty Lranian flag and a Persian

To do business in Israel. you must 
have access to credit ia America. So 
says Sam Halpern, one of a seven- 
member group of Polish Holocaust 
survivors, all resident in the U.S., 
who have separately and together 
spent over a hundred million dollars 
in Israel in investments and 
contributions. 

Americans won't pay Israel's ex- 
orbitant interest rates, which stand 
at around 30%, observes Halpern 
over breakfast at one of the group's 
properties, the Ramada Renais- 
sance Hotel in Jerusalem. Instead, 
they borrow money in the U.S., 
which costs them a third that. 

Despite the apparent downturn in 
tourism to Israel in general and Je- 
rusalem in particular (see story be- 
low), the dining room at the Ra- 
mada Renaissance at breakfast time 
is full, Even Jeremy Frankel, the 
general manager of the neighbour- 
ing Jerusalem Hilton is there for 
breakfast. 

A few months back. the group 
purchased the adjacent Jerusalem 
Gardens Hotel, which they are par- 
tially redesigning and completing. 
The Jerusalem Gardens — acquired 
from hotelier Haim Shiff who need- 
ed the cash to pay back his huge 
debts -- was originally purchased for 
a mere $5.6 million. But Shiff suc- 
cessfully appealed to the court to 
void the contract, and the purchase 
price accordingly rose to $8.1m. 
Since then. the group has invested 
.an additional $12m.in construction 
expenses. The Jerusalem Gardens, 
however, still remains a bargain: 
Construction costs for the Ramada 
Renaissance were in the range of 
$23.5m., says Halpern.

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Reducing Taba to size 


OF ALL THE tracts of land ever in dispute between Israej and 
the Arabs, not one has generated as much worthless debate as 
the 700 square metres of pebbly beach south-west of Eilat, 
ownership of which is at long last now to be decided. 

The most absurdly grandiose claims have over the years 
been made for tiny Taba’s importance to both Egypt and 
Israel. Israel’s one genuine stake in Taba is its tourist attrac- 
tions, notably the Avia Sonesta Hotel. Egypt's one visible 
interest is to demonstrate that it has made no territorial 
concessions for peace with Israel. Such narrow-mindedness in 
an Arab state that easily dwarfs the Jewish state in size, has 
however struck al] Israelis, even the most moderate, as offen- 
sive and worth contesting. 

A battle-by-negotation over Taba was in fact joined soon 
after the signing of the peace treaty, when Israel and Egypt 
started to demarcate their common, internationally recognized 
boundary. Each country argued that the boundary included 
Taba in its territory. producing the documents and the maps to 
prove its claim. By April 26, 1982, the day on which the peace 
treaty was supposed to go fully into effect, and the IDF’s 
withdrawal from Sinai to be completed, the dispute over Taba 
was still unsettled. 

For just such an eventuality, Article VII of the treaty itself 
prescribes conciliation or arbitration. But which of the two 
methods ? 

Israel set its mind on non-binding conciliation, ostensibly 
because it is listed in the treaty first. Egypt, suspecting Israeli 
footdragging. insisted on a binding, and prompt, arbitral 
award. The Lebanon war, which immediately followed the 
Sinai pullout, only sharpened the differences: While Egypt 
kept dragging its own feet on full normalization, at least 
pending the “return” of Taba, Israel would not budge on Taba 
without at least the unfreezing of the peace by Egypt. 

The parties came to their senses only four years later, Egypt 
wising up with time and Israel with the replacement of the 
Likud administration by a bi-partisan government under La- 
bour's Shimon Peres. A ‘package deal” was devised, under 
which Egypt committed itself to full normalization, while 
Israel consented to an arbitration procedure that would start 
with conciliation. 

Conciliation has been going on for the past eight months, 
getting nowhere. This week it is due to end. If a compromise 
agreement is not reached at once. the five arbitrators will next 
week turn to arbitration pure and simple, based on strictly 
legal considerations. The word from Geneva is that within a 
month Egypt will be proclaimed sovereign over Taba. 

For political reasons, mainly having to do with its U.S. 
connection, Egypt is reported to be less than keen on thus 
humiliating Israel. It is willing to accept, in principle, the 
compromise proposal made by the State Department's legal 
adviser, Abraham Sofaer. This recognizes Egypt as sovereign 
law-giver in Taba, but allows Israel free use of the strip, nearly 
as at present. Only nearly so, for Taba’s tourist facilities will be 
51 per cent Egyptian managed. The alternative, however, is 
almost absolute nothing. 

What will the inner cabinet choose when it meets, if it does 
meet as scheduled, on the issue today ? 

Mr. Sofaer's proposal is for the moment assured of only the 
five Alignment votes, and these are insufficient for endorse- 
ment. Some at least of the five Likud ministers would doubt- 
less rather stand pat, lose Taba -- and put the blame on the 
domestic enemy that so perfidiously consented to legally man- 
dated arbitration. The final outcome depends entirely on the 
premier. Unlike his entourage. Yitzhak Shamir has shown 
some inclination to compromise, but not sufficiently to pre- 
empt arbitration. 

Whatever the cabinet’s decision, the bankruptcy of Israel's 
“all-or-nothing™ school has already been demonstrated. 


The right of self-defence 


THE smooth practitioners of international hypocrisy are at it 
again, this time aroused by the LDF's limited “combing and 
warning” action across the “security zone” in southern Leba- 
non. 

The government of Lebanon, ἃ non-state launching pad for 
terrorist attacks on its neighbour to the south, has already 
protested to the Security Council against the violation of its 
vaunted suvereignty. and is considering a call for a meeting of 
the council to, presumably, denounce Israel. The British For- 
eign Office, that dispenser of moral advice to the fractious, is 
counselling Israel to do away with its presence in poor, help- 
less Lebanon, call all its troops back home and put its trust in 
that mighty peace force, Unifil. 

Israel] must certainly tread carefully, doing just as much as 
and not more than is necessary to protect its citizenry. For, as 
Operation Peace for Galilee has shown, more can easily 
become much less. And it is not in Israel’s interest to provoke 
a fresh war, even in the process of trying to prevent it. But 
Israel's natural right of self-defence against its enemies is not 
negotiable.

It is widely believed that the ter- 
rorists. especially in the case of the 
Naif Hawatmeh squad, received as- 
sistance from Lebanese sympathiz- 
ers who guided them through the 
eastern sector of the zone. 

In fact, the Lebanese National 
Resistance movement claimed joiat 
responsibility with Hawatmeh’s Pal- 
estinian faction for last Tuesday's 
border clash near Har Dov in which 
two IDF soldiers were killed and 
_ two others wounded. All three ter- 

rorists were killed. 

Significantly, the LDF ground op- 
eration yesterday was concentrated 
on the sparsely-populated eastern 
sector, in the foothills of Mount 
Hermon, north of Har Dov. The 
stated aim was to clear the region of 
any vestige of Palestinian terror 
groups and infrastructure. 

Hundreds of leaflets were distrib- 


uted to residents, mainly in the vil- 
lages of Shubah, Hebbariyeh and 
parts of the Hazbiyeh region, stating 
that the action was directed against 
terrorists and their supporters, but 
not against innocent civilians. The 
leaflets emphasized, however, that 
residents had to ensure that the re- 
gion would not become a base for 
terror attacks against Israel. 

‘The apparent ease with which the 
“suicide squads” have crossed the 
zone, especially in the eastern part 
which is over 15 kms wide in parts, 

* indicates that not all the residents of 
the strip are sympathetic to the 
South Lebanese Army or Israel. 
Some, it appears, are openly hostile 
and willing to collaborate with ex- 
tremist Shi'ite or Palestinian organi- 
sations, despite the benefits of living 
in the zone and the threat of retalia- 
tion for involvement in subversive 
action. 


Peres must end Labour’s muddled peace message 
All things to all men 


ELECTION TIME is drawing near. 
What stand will the Labour Party 
take? Shimon Peres kicked off the 
debate last week with a Labour 
peace plan which. sure enough, is 
criticized by Labour's right wing, led 
by Knesset Speaker Shtomo Hillel. 
Peres's proposals provide the Likud 
with ammunition, he says. ‘ 

There we have it, the old dilem- 
ma. Is Labour to pursue its own 
policy fearlessly, or is it to ape the 
policies of its opponents, religious 
and secular? Peres was an appara- 
tchik all his life, that is how he 
climbed to power. Now that he has 
reached the top, he realizes the need 
for statesmanship. The programme 
of his party should be the pro- 
gramme it believes in. he maintains, 
and damn the consequences. 

Along come the psephologists, 
who reproach Peres for his naivete. 

We want to gamer votes, so we 
must modify our ideals to take ac- 
count of other people’s opinions. 
We mast be a bit hawkish to ap- 
pease the right wingers and-a bit 
theocratic to aj the Orthodox. 

Should Peres yield, should he 
make his programme all things to all 
men? The answer is to be found in 
the results of the last three elections, 
in 1977, 1981 and 1984 respectively, 
when Labour failed each time to 
regain control. 

The lesson is that a party which 
mumbles, falters. hums and haws 
and tries to get the best of both 
worlds gets nothing in the end. The 
Likud is firm and clear. Labour is 
neither one thing nor the other. 

The trouble with Peres's peace 
plan (let us call it PPP for short) is 
nol that it concedes too much, but 
that it does not concede enough. 
Either Labour really wants peace 
negotiations with the Arabs or it is 
only going through the motions. If it 
is only going through the motions, it 
can say goodbye to election victory. 

In a contest between hawks and 
doves, either side may come out on 
top; bat in a contest between hawks 
and hawks, the real hawks -- the 
Likud -- will win hands down. 

The truth is that the country faces 
a fearful choice between war and 
peace. If Labour offers a genuine 
peace option, the Likud will have to 
assume its true role as the war party. 


THE LIKUD'S technique is to say it 
seeks peace and then lay down con-

ditions which make’sure that peace 
is never achieved. The difference 
(and the strength) of Labour is that 
it genuinely wants peace. Yet it 
copies the Likud, facing the Arabs 
with all sorts of haughty stipulations 
of its own in a futile bid to show that 
Labour can beat its chest with the 
best of them. The result? The Israeli 
voter sees that Labour offers the 
worst of both worlds and will treat it 
at the next elections with the con- 
tempt it deserves. 

The PPP includes in its creed 
three such baneful statements of in- 
tention: one, that we won't go back 
to the 1967 borders; two, that we 
won't allow the creation of a Pales- 
Tine state; three, that we won't ne- 
gotiate with the PLO. 

This is the kind of hectoring dec- 
lamation a conqueror makes to the 
conquered. But the Arab world 
does not see itself as conquered and 
is not desperate for peace. It will 
answer Peres’s three noes with a re- 
sounding no of its own to his peace 
overtures. 

In any case, the PPP’s three noes 
are a face-saving device, they do not 
mean what they say. First of all it is 
fatal to spell out to the Arabs what 
we shail not give them before the 
talks have a chance of beginning. 
That is insulting — as insulting as the 
Arab demand (which every Israeli 
rejects with indignation) that we 
withdraw to the 1967 borders before 
the talks have a chance of 
beginning. aE 

For years we have been adjuring 
the Arabs to be open-minded and to 
enter discussions with us “‘uncondi- 
tionally." Cannot we abide by our 
own prescription? 

The first of these conditions is 
that we shan't retumm to the 1967 
border. Well, of course we shan‘t. 
nobody expects us to; but we can 
surely describe our attitude more 
positively than that. The truth is that 
we shall in all likelihood retum to 
something like the 1967 borders. 
There will be give-and-take, We 
need territories beyond the Green 
Line bat would consider giving up 
territories on our side of the Green 
Line, the principle being to keep as 
many Jews as possible inside Israel 


and as many Arabs as- possible 
outside. ὃ 

Next: What kind of regime, 
whether Palestinian or Jordanian; is 
set up beyond the new negotiated 
frontier can scarcely matter to us in 
Israei. In theory, the Jordanese op- 
tion would be better but in practice 


two points should be made. First, |. 


that option is no longer on the books 
(if it ever was), and second, even if 
we do conclude a treaty with Jordan 
alone, we have no idea what will 
happen to the West Bank and Gaza 
after we withdraw. : 

We can insist that the area be 


demilitarized, but we cannot deter-. 


mine what kind of administration is 
set up. how subject it will be to the 
authority of Amman, how much in- 
dependence wil} be delegated to it 
and exactly what will be the political 
colour of those who serve on it. 

The most important thing is to 
take peace. The treaty has to.in- 
clude provisions for our military se- 
curity, and that will be complicated 
enough. To lay down how the Arabs 
are to run their political affairs after 
we leave them to their own devices 
is a sure recipe for stalling the peace 

before it gets off the ground. 

Finally the PLO. For 20 years we 
have done everything we can to get 
rid of it, including the launching of a 
destructive war in the Lebanon; and 
it is still with us. Its grip on the 
population of the territories is great- 
er today than it was 20 years ago. 

Many respectable Israeli person- 
alities say that negotiation with the 
PLO is possible if it recognizes Isra- 
el and gives up terrorism. Why re- 
quire explicit statements on the sub- 
ject? Enough that they sit down to 
negotiate with us, that will be recog- 
nition enough (they cannot negoti- 
ate with someone who ‘does not ex- 
ist). The aim would be to sign a 
peace treaty with the Israeli govern- 
ment— who else? They are not going 
to say, we don't want your signature 
on the document because we don't 
recognize you. 

The same applies to our demand 
that the PLO formally give up ter- 
rorism. We are pushing against an 
open door. Obviously once negotia- 
tions begin, terrorism is suspended. 
It hostile actions do take place, the 
talks break down. If a treaty is 
agreed, peace prevails. Should that 
Sitivation be disturbed by an act of 
terrorism, the treaty is invalidated.

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‘These sequences are automatic, so 
what is the point of piling up de- 
mands before either side has begun 
to consent to hold discussions? 


WHY DO we refuse to sit down 
with them? Two reasons have been 
given — one logical and the other 
hysterical. The logical one is that 
negotiations with the PLO would 
end up with the creation of a Pales- 
tinian state in the West Bank. We 
would prefer that the West Bank be 
appended to the Hashemite king- 
dom. Regretably the Hashemites do 
not agree, so that reason falls by the 
board. 

The hysterical reason is that we 
cannot trust the PLO, because the 
sole purpose of its existence is the 
elimination of Israel. The Arabs be- 
lieve with equal hysteria that the 
only reason for the existence of the 
Zionists is the elimination of Arab 
Palestine. Both have evidence for 
what they say. 

Peace-making requires a revision 
of these ideas on both sides. We 
have been looking for negotiating 
partners ever since 1967, without 
success. The PLO now says it is 
prepared to talk, why not take it at 
its word? By now -- it should be 
added — the PLO may not be the 


most intransigent Arabs facing us. 

For that matter, we shall have 
other demands to make. on subjects 
like frontiers, demilitarization, ear- 
ly-warning stations and - the tough- 
est nut of all -- the status of Jerusa- 
lem. We shall be hard bargainers; 
but Jet us conserve our ammunition. 
Let us not play rough before the 
bargaining begins. ᾿ 

This is Siar the nervous nannies 
surrounding Peres are rocking the 
boat. They do not want the public to 
think that when Labour calls for 
peace, it means what it says. Peres's 
insistent call for negotiations even if 
an international conference has to 
be convoked indicates that his mind 
is made up: he thinks it is conceiv- 
able that our terrible dispute with 
the Arabs can be resolved. He be- 
lieves in all sincerity that peace is 
possible. 

‘That is the banner under which he 
must go to the polls. If Labour lead- 
ers tell the voter that they will bar- 
gain hard, but that they will get the 
bargaining started at whatever cost 
because they believe that peace is 
possible, they ‘will form the next 
government. Otherwise they 
haven't got 8 chance.

ELECTORAL REFORM

Sir, — In the advertisement of the 
Public Committee for a Constitution 
for Israel which appeared on April 
7, my name was not included in the 
list of MKs who support electoral 
reform. Some people concluded 
that I was opposed to a constitution. 


The opposite is true. Not only did 
I struggle for many years for the 
adoption of an enlightened constitu- 
tion, but the previous Knesset ac- 
cepted my proposal for a Basic Law. 
Human Rights, which was adopted 
in preliminary and first readings. 
The Knesset Committee chaired by 
MK Shulamit Aloni prepared it for 
its second and third reading. Thanks 
to my efforts, the present Knesset 
drew up ἃ law of continuity govern- 
ing proposed laws: it was not adopt- 
ed solely due to the opposition of 
the Likud and the religious parties. 


As to the électoral reform bill, as 
far back as the Ninth Knesset. 1 


introduced, together with my party 
colleagues and the Alignment, a bill 
for modified regional representa- 
tion, which was successful in other 
countries. The Public Committee 
for a Constitution for Israel is sup- 


porting another pi which re- 
tains full proportional 
representation. 


I prefer our original proposal, 
which is included in our party plat- 
form. Acccording to it, two thirds of 
the Knesset will be elected in direct 
regional elections with proportional 
representation eliminated, since this 
is what gives the religious bloc its 
disproportionate bargaining power. 

Anybody who claims that my po- 
sition implies opposition to a change 
in the electoral system and to a con- 
stitution misleads the public and li- 
bels me.
